About all that a visitor will see in 


the wooden building now going up, 
will be a huge tank and a very large 
air pump. This tank, about eight 
feet high, is divided into numerous 
compartments by double iron par- 
titions and these compartments will 
contain the water to be frozen. 
In- 


side of the partitions will be a brine 
which will not freeze though the 
temperature fall many degrees below 
the freezing point of pure water. 
There will be iron pipea running 
through 
the 
brine, as 
closely 


as they can be pnt, which will 
contain a mixture 
of ammonia 


that has been reduced to a tempera- 
ture below the freezing point. In 
the upper story of the bulding there 
will be immense coils of iron pipe, 
of an aggregate length of several 
miles, which will be reduced in tem- 
perature by the evaporation of spray 
constantly thrown upon it. The 
whole process, which we will not at 
present attempt to describe, will be 
very simple and the whole working 
force of the establishment need not 
consist of more than a manager and 
a couple of laborers. Work was 
commenced three weeks ago and it is 
expected that the manufacture of 
ice will be commenced prior to the 
first of June. Captain Wiloox and 
his associates are pushing the enter- 
prise vigorously and it promises to 
be profitable to them and a great 
convenience to the people.

influence over our physical world, 
and even of the minds and fates of 
men, but also for her soft and quiet 
Beauty. I attribute the great popu- 
lar interest which has always been 
:aken in the affairs of our satellite to 
She feeling of her nearness to our 
own earth, for in her we see another 
world, in some particulars obviously 
similar to our own. presenting even 
to the unaided eye evidences of 
variegation of surface, and suggest- 
ing to our fancy, races and nations, 
dwellings, towns and cities, and 
works of art, and interests similar 
to, and yet different from, our own. 


And Here we have a world, not as 


far as ten times round our own globe; 
a distance traveled by many >v fol- 
lower of the sea, a sphere wh«re pos 
itive fact falls short and the field of 
fancy begins. 


No wonder then, in view of tho 


universal interest in the moon, her 
habit, ability, physical constitution, 
etc., that moon hoaxes, stories of 
boys with telescopic eyes, and so on, 
should sa easily gain such general 
credence. 


I believe that the announcements 


from the most reliable sources, thai 
inhabitants of the moon had finally 
been discovered, would more in- 
tensely excite the popular mind than 
any scientific discovery that ever has 
been made. Let us consider this 
question then through such knowl- 
edge as we already have of the 
moon's physical constitution and 
adaptability for animal life. 


It in acknowledged by all that the

The Wine and 
Liquor Herald of to-day gives the 
following illustration: 


Quite a number of our principal 


saloon keepers have made the change 
from gas to kerosene oil of the bout 
quality, and their example is hav- 
iufj a most salutary effect. Among 
the first to rebel against the au- 
tocrats of the Gas Company was 
Oscar Lewis, who is proprietor ol a 
prominent first-class saloon, and lias 
been for many years past. 
His 


weekly bills while using some thirt r- 
five gas burners averaged from forty 
to forty-five dollars a week, or from 
one hundred and sixty to one hun- 
dred and eighty dollars per month. 
Mr. Lewis' method of making tho 
change to illuminating oils was as 
follows: He first started one oil 
burning chandelier side by side 
with

gas, and 
he 
found

light from the former was quite as 
brilliant as from the latter, while it 
was softer. At the commencement 
he encountered some little inconve- 
nience in cutting and trimming the 
wicks, but soon overcame it, aud 
succeeded in getting all his burners 
trimmed and ready with great regu- 
larity and in the short space ot half 
an hour.
